SYMPTOMS OF CONSUMPTION. 
To the Editors of the Sat, Hue. Post. 

Sia :—In our last letter we concluded our observa- 
tions om the diseases of the Nose, Throat aad Bron- 
chial Tubes, and we row come to speak of Consump- 
tien, that dread malady in which these affections, 
whee neglected, invariably end 

It ie no unusual thing to bear designated as “ « 
mare cold,” or “‘a slight bronchial affection,” 
symptoms which should excite the greatest aaxicty, 
as indicating the commencement of tubercular depo- 
sition. When the physician prescribes anything by 
the stomach, to allay such symptoms, he only masks 
the danger, and gives temporary relief, while the 
disease iteelf progresses in the lungs, and becomes 
more Armily seated. Thousands ia this way misiesd 
themecives, until the ravages made by the disease 
render self-deception ne longer possible. Instead of 
¢ promised return to health, the poor invalid finds 

tis symptoms steadily growing worse, and 
grows importunete for relief. He finds that the 
feast exertion increases bis shoriness of breath, and 
that he is slowly, but surely, losing Acsh. To quiet 
his fears he is now advised to ‘‘ visit the country,” 
to ‘take @ s¢a voyage,’ of to “ go to awarm cli- 
mate fora season" If it be spring, he is told he 
will get well so soon as he can enjoy the “ pure bra- 
cing ir of the country ;" and If it be winter, that 
he must be patient and wait for the “ ensuing 
spring '’ But, alas! for those who put faith ia these 
delusive promises! Teo many learn when too late 
that the “country” referred to lies beyond the 
grave, and the ‘‘ spring’’ is a season which ‘‘ cometh 
not until‘life’s Stfui fever is over.”’ 

Permit us, thea, by a simple narrative of the signs 
by which consumption may be kaown in its carly 
stages, to point out the danger while there is yet 
strength enough in the systern to throw off the dis- 
ease, and under proper treatment to restore health. 
If the invalid waits for ‘‘ purulent expectoration,” 
‘* hectic fever,” and “ mights sweats,” he waits for 
the arrival of the third stage, and we need not tell 
him that when disease is far advanced, cure is al- 


other band, he is treated in the carly stage, while 
the system is yet strong and the lungs not broken 
down, he can look forward to cure, under proper 
tweatment, almost wi'h certainty. 

One of the earliest signs of consumption is cough. 
For a considerable time this is so slight as to be en- 
tirely overtooked by the patient, and my scarcely 
be noticed by bis nearest relatives, it being in reality 
Mttle more than an occasional dry hack. It is most 
commonly observed in the morning, on first getting 
out of bed, but it may also occur during the day— 
after meals and after walking or conversing. Fome 
weeks or months later, varying with the progress of 
the disease, the morning cough is attended by ¢zpee- 
toration of a clear Awid, like saliva, and generally 
Srothy. After a time little points of pale yellow or 
grayish yellow matter make their appearance in the 
frothy mucus, and as the disease advances this in- 
creases, until it almost takes the place of the clear 
mueus. There is no uniformity in the amount ex- 
pectorated in this disease. Occasionally the quan- 
tity is very small, even where there is extensive dis- 
ease of the luegs; while, on the other hend, it may 
be profuse, steadily increasing from the commence- 
ment until it reaches, in the last stage, half a pint 
or more in twenty-four hours. In many advanced 
cases the sputa looks like little balls of cotton or 
weol,and in others is of a greenish yellow colar. 
Now, when a dry hacking cowgh steals upon & per- 
son in apparent health, and without the occurrence 
of a cold, it should always excite apprehension, and 
lead to an immediate examination of the lungs. It 
may possibly prove unimportant, for dry cough dees 
not always end in consumption; but it is suspicious, 
and no man who values health will disregard its 
warning. When consumption follows chronic bron- 
ehitis the expectoration is in the carly stage, a 
biwish-colored sticky mucus, or phiegm, mixed 
with more or less of frothy saliva. 

Shoriness of breath is first noticed by the patient 
on running quickly upa flight of stairs, or walking 
wpe bill. In the early stage this is very slight, for 
the amount of obstruction in the lungs is smal! ; but 
it keeps pace with the prozress of the disease. In 
some it is less a shortness of breath than a sense of 
tighiness and eppression in the chest on any ac- 
tive exertion. Many persons when questioned in re- 
gerd to this symptom, will draw a deep breath and 
forcibiy strike the chest with the fist, remarking, 
“ there's mothing the matter there.”” But, anfoft- 
nately, this is no test of the strength of the luags. 
Persons who have small lungs experience the sense 
of shortness of breath much more t han those who 

have naturally large lungs, becauee the letter caa 
better bear the loss of capacity. This term shortness 
of breath is used In the same sense as Awrried or 
repid breathing, or want of air, and is often indi- 
cated by sighing. All persons have their breathing 
hurried by exertion, but it is easy for the patient to 
distinguish between the amount of exertion be is now 
able to undergo and that he could endure when in 
perfeet health. The number of respirations in health 
varies from sixteen to seveateen in the minute. Ifa 
person supposed to be healthy is found to breathe 
more frequently than this when quiet and not aware 
that the number of his respirations are being count- 
ed, setitdown as a sure sign that he has, more or 
less, shortness of breath The blood requires for its 
purification that we should take into the luags a cer- 
tain quantity of air in a given period of time. The 
union between the orygen of the air and the carbon 
of the blood is a chemical union, and can only take 
place in definite proportion—that is to say, we re 
quire sufficient air to cause the removal of the car- 
bonaceous impurity of the blood, and if, owing to 
obstructions in the lungs, we do not respirein from 
fifteen to seventeen respirations a minute, the re. 
quired quantity, we must make ap the Geficiency by 
breathing more often ; and if we increase the num- 
ber of breaths taken in a galoute, we necessarily 
shorten the length of each breath. This, then, is 
what is meant by shortness of breath 

‘Each additional respiration, es a rule, increases 
the pulee about Ave beats. Hence, in consum ptioa, 
the pulse keeps pace with the shortness of breath. 
If « person is found to take twenty respirations ia s 
minute, bis pulse will be abeut eighty or eighty-five. 
If the sumber of respirations be increased to twenty- 
five, the pulse will range from one hundred and five 
to one huadred and ten. This is not invariably the 
ense, but the exceptions are rare.
